The Kellogg-Spofford Case.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 7.—The Senate 
Committee on Privileges and Elections resumed 
to-day the examination of witnesses in the Kel- 
logg-Spofford case. Just prior to the opening 
of the proceedings Johnson, the colored wit- 
ness, examined Thursday, was arrested in the

Graduating Exercises at Mercantile Li- 
brary Hall This Afternoon. 


A Large Audience Assembles to Greet the 
‘“Sweet Girl Graduates.” 


At the Polytechnic. 

The regular semi-annual examination of the 
St. Louis Normal School took place this morn- 
ibg in the Polytechnic Institute. The exercises 
of the graduating class took place in the after- 
noon at Mercantile Library Hall. The exami- 
nations opened promptly at 9 o’clock and were 
under the general direction of Prof. L. Soldan, 
principal of the Normal School. 
The music was - in charge 
of Mr. E. Froelich. There was a good attend- 
ance of visitors, many of whom were teachers 
from the various public schools. These exam- 
inations are of a very interesting character, 
and it would repay any one interested in the 
cause of education to hear them. Continual 
improvements are being made in the methods 
of teaching, and continual improvements are 
keing made in the methods of teaching others 
how to teach. 

It is seldom that a more entertaining, in- 
structive and gratifying display is seen than 
that which was provided at the Polytechnic 
this morning. Nothing could better indicate 
the blessings of civilization and the progress of 
the age. The time was, and not long ago 
either, when it was the accepted doctrine that 
men only were fit teachers of the young, but 
that doctrine is almost reversed. It has been 
not only discovered that giriscan receive an 
education as wellas boys, Dut that women 
make better teachers than men. The pupils in 
the St. Louis Normal School are ail young 
jadies, and outof these come the teachers of 
the St. Louis public scheols. The examina- 
tion exercises this morning were 
for the purpose of showing the 
wethods of teaching children and the methods 
used in preparing young ladies forthat work. 
It is difficult to see where there could be any 
improvement, but busy minds are continually 
discovering some change forthe better. and 
these busy minds are mostly those of women. 
While Prof. Soldan deserves great praise for 
his untiring and successful efforts as princi- 
pul, it must not be forgotten that most of the 
practical work ts done by his female assistants.

DRY READING. 
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The Jones and Grand Jury Bore Dished 
S up Again To-Day. 
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Depositions ofSeveral Parties as to Judge 
Jones’ Official Conduct. 


The taking of depositionsin the case of Wil- 
liam C. Jones, ex-Judge of the Criminal Court, 
against the majority of the last grand jury, 
was resumed at Jeff Chandler’s lawoffice, be- 
fore Notary Wieder, at 11:30 o’clock this 
morning. Charles Lambert, Deputy Clerk of 
the Criminal Court, was the first witness 
called, and testified as follows: 


I know William C, Jones and James Duffy. 
James Duffy was never indictedasI know of, 
but his wife, Margaret Duffy, was. 

Duffy went Ona great many bonds. Three 
o1 them were forfeited. Two of Mulford’s in 
June, 1878; the one in the Funk case 
was torteited Noyember, 1877. 
In the case of Joe Funk, a 
scire facias was issued November 8, 1878, and 
an execution issud against Duffy the 16th of the 
same monthand returnedin the following month 
with costs paid. In the Mulford cases the same 
course was pursued and execution awarded 
November 16, 1878, and returned January 6, 
1879, with costs paid. The amount 
of costs paid in the Funk cace 
was $92 92 including commission. In the 
Mulford cases the costs were $95 and some odd 
cents. 

By Mr. Turner: 

Mr. Lambert, what disposition was made of 
the scire facias in the Funk case? A.— 
From my execution book I find that the case 
was continued eight terms. 

Q.—Whose handwriting do those entries 
appearin? A.—Judge Jones’. 

Q.—What date was it that Judse Jones left 
the Criminal Court? A.—On the 9th of Decem- 
ber, if lremember right. 

Q.—Had the property 
when the execution was closed? 
A.—I do not know; I heard that 
ithad been. In October term, 1878, the Mul- 
ford cases came up, with bondsmen as James 
and Margaret Duffy, and were dismissed. 

Q.—That was the Jast official act of Judge 
Jones#A.—I do not know. It was towards the 
close of the term. None ot the debt, but all of 
the costs in these cases were collected. The 
amouat of these bonds forfeited was $3,000.

A Golden City in a Garden Land. 
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The Railroad Center of Texas Written Up by a 
Roaming Correspondent. 


Special Correspondence ot the Post-Dispatch. 

Houston, TEX., May 29.—Common opinion 
has it that Eden is to be found in some Eastern 
lime, but there must be a mistake, or else the 
world bas turned completely around ,for a more 
delightful spot is not to be found on the tace ot 
this terrestrial sphere than this portion of Texas 
atthe presenttime. Fairy-land can not 6ur- 
passitin beauty. Everything in the way ot 
eatables abounds in profusion, and an epicure 
of ‘*ye olden school’’ woula sit in a maze betore 
the delicacies spread for his benefit. The 
gods ofthe ancients would not be ashamed to 
partake of this ‘‘feast of fat things’’ which is 
spread out forthe human family by the boun- 
tiful hand of the All-Wise Ruler of the uni- 
verse. 

One conversant with the history of Texas 
knows that the central and southwestern por- 
tions ot the State aboundin especial features 
ofinterest, asthe field of many a bloody en- 
gazement in the struggle of its peo- 
ple for independence, and out i of 
which. they came with victory inscribed 
upon their banners.

A PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CATHE- 

DRAL. 


The Movement Now on Foot in New York 
for the Erection of Another Magnificent 
Chuareh Edifice. 

By Western Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 7.—The Evening Post says: 
It can now be announced with certainty 
that definite and practical shape will 
soon be given to the new movement for the 
erection of a Protestant Episcopal Cathedral 
in this city. This project has been discussed 
from time to time for many years. It was first 
taken up in earnest in 1873, when it was ac- 
tively pushed until the general derangement of 


uneeeee affairs by the panic rendered the con- 
ti nee of the attempt impracticable fora 
long period. A charter was then obtained, 
bowever, for the incorporation of the Cathe- 
dral, to be known as the Church of 
St. John the Divine, and all the 
machinery necessary for the execution 
of the plan was provided, so that nothing but 
the success of the present effort to secure funds 
is required to set it in motion. 
The fifth section charter 
provides that seats for worshippers in the 
Catbedral Church shali always be tree. The list 
of trustees included the names of Bishop Potter 
five other promincnt representa- 
of the Protest int Episco- 
yal clergy of this diocese together 
with ten weil known laymen. With butone or 
two exceptions, the members of this board are 
now living and retain their positions as trus- 
tees. Large sums are pledged by a 
number of wealthy gentlemen, amounting in 
all to between 300,000 and 400,000, It is 
urged as an argument in favor of the Cathedral 
that the diocese of New York; which will ulti- 
mately be restricted to the city proper, 
needs a great free central churo). 
Then there are many person3 who 
desire the erection of a Protestant Cathedral 
as an ornament tothe city, and many who are 
actuated by aspiritof rivalry engendered by 
the completion of the new Ro- 
man Catholic Cathedral. The move- 
ment in favor of the cathedral 
has received fresh impetus from the fact that 
oe twenty-flith anniversary of the episcopate 
Bishop Potter will be celebrated next No- 
vembee. It has been suggested that 
if a site should be secured this year 
the laying of the corner stone by Bishop 
Potter would be a most ; ratifying event in con- 
nection with jis Anniversary. The trustees 
wish +s obtain an entire block measuring not 
less than 200 by 700 or 800 teet in order 
that there may be sufficient space around the 
structure to give its proportions their due ef- 
fect. Tne location will not be below Fifty- 
ninth street.

New York fire insurance demoralization has 
gone so far that when the companies do not, 
for want of opportunity,cut each other’s rates, 
they keep up the. business by cutting their 
own. 

The V. IP. of a local company again reasserts 
that ‘‘this world is awfully given to lying’’— 
the rate quoted as obtainable on the new 
water route from New York toSt. Louis being 
the inspiring text of this suggestive commen- 
tary. 

There is still inquiry forthe undiscovered 
man, armed with a big knife anda long pole, 
who bas made a ‘‘divided’’ rate on the 
Cromwell Line from New York to St. Louis— 
the knife and the pole both doing their fabled 
execution. 

The sinking of the Yellowstone near Fort 
Kehoe involyed our marine agencies for up- 
wards of $30,000, the Markham Agency hay- 
ing $14,250, the Pacific Mutual $10.000, the 
Northwestern of Milwaukee $2,500, the La- 
fayette of Missouri $2,500. 

Since the recent ‘‘*experiences’’ 
Louis in the way of unaccountable and de- 
structive fires several ofthe leading com- 
panies have materially re” d their *‘lives.’’ 
The small companies » carry as much in- 
surance in a block as some of their big broth- 
ers. 

The Insurance Monitor says that the build- 
ings and stocks burned in the most recent fire 
in St. Louis ‘ ‘paid a fair rate, and that’s why 
the high-toned companies were caught.’’ It 
is safe to say that there are in St. Louis a con- 
siderable number of companies that will never 
be ‘‘caught’’ for any such reason. 

It now appears to be an open question 
whether, under the new Constitution of Cal- 
ifornia, insurance companies will find it safe 
to do business in that State. It 
is easily possible for legislatures and the 
sovereign people of commonwealths to over- 
do the matter of raids on financial corpora- 
tions. 


The recent failure of an interior mutual fire 
insurance company ledto the gobbling ofa 
handsome line of farm dwellings by an Eaglish 
company. Anaxagent made a round commis- 
sion, and the Englishman is satisfied; but the 
former policy-holders, being afraid of an as- 
sessment, might well join in singing the well- 
known verse: 

‘*We share our mutual woes, 

Our mutual burdens bear, 
And often for each other flows 

The sympathizing tear.’’ 

The St. Louis correspondent of the Insur- 
ance Monitor quotes approvingly the follow- 
ing absurdity published in the Glebe-Demo- 
crat on the morning after the Gauss, Hunicke 
& Co. fire: ‘*The five story building in which 
it originated was burnt from cellar to roof 
within twenty minutes, and the two adjoin- 
ing buildings shared a like fate in the next 
half hour. The flimsiness and inflammabili- 
ity of the materials composing the floors, 
furniture and roof had much to do with the 
rapid spread of the flames. If special efforts 
to secure material fora first-class fire had 
been made, they could not have been more 
successfully applied than in the construction 
and arrangement of most of the 
large buildings that have burned in 
St. Louis within the past four months.’’ 
If these buildings and their contents were 
not good subjects for insurance, then no 
modern buildings with the usual conveniences 
and appointments for business are insurable.

Good Pictures. 


The following 1s fromthe London Daily 
Telegraph: ‘‘In this, the penultimate of our 
notices of the oil paintings inthe Academy 
Exhibition of 1879, it will be the gratifying 
task of the critic to make mention of some of 
the most strikingly meritorious pictures in 
the entire assemblage, and which have been 
purposely reseryed as bonnes bouches inthe 
artistic banquet Not oneof these works is 
from an Academic hand, although Mr. Ern- 
est Parton’s ‘The Waning of the Year’ (¢21) 


has received, soto speak, the Academic iim- 
primatur, having been purchased 
by the President and Council 
under the terms of the Chaa- 
trey bequest. Mr. Ernest Parton is an 


American, and he need net have hesitated to 
christen his ‘Waning of the Year’ by the more 
transatlantic name of the ‘Fall.’ Itis an ex- 
tremely beautiful transcript of sylvan nature, 
fraugh, with much of the learning of the late 
J. D. Harding in its tree-drawing, full of at- 
mosphere and elasticity, brilliant in color and 
singularily delicate in handling. It is perilous 
to predicate dogmatically as to the locality of a 
painter’s sketching ground; andit is only 
through fear of being told by Mr. Parton that 
his studies for this picture were made at 
Stoke Pogis orin Datchet Mead, at Cabham 
in Kent or at Hayward’s Heath in 
Sussex, that we do not assume his 
leafy glade to have been painted from sketches 
made among the charming scenery of 
the States of Connecticut or New Hampshire, 
from which his countryman Hazt [Hart?]} has 


drawn so many delightful reminiscences. In 
anv case, any of Mr. YParton’s impressions 


of the aspect of American landscape in lats 
spring and early autumn would be highly ac- 
ceptable to British amateurs. In addition to 
the States which we have named there is 
another, Vermont, which calls for pictorial 
interpretation of the highest kind. The far 
famed ‘Green Hills’ of the ‘Mountain State’ 
are apt at the ‘fall’ to assume a kaleidoscopic 
variety of tints—crimson, scarlet, purple, 
plum color, saffron, orange, sage and emerald 
green, and even cobalt blue—and effects of 
color are thereby produced which might amaze 
Mr. Birket Foster and astound Mr. Vicat 
Cole.’’ 


At the New York Academy. 

Prof. John F. Weir’s large picture, ‘‘Forg- 
ing the Shaft,’’ in the Academy exhibition 
has been incorrectly called a replica. The er- 
ror, no doubt, arose from the fact 
that the subject is identical with that of 
the artist’s picture destroyed by fire in the 
Derby Gallery, in thiscity. But Prof. Weir, 
having preserved no memorandums of the 
latter work, not only restudied the composi - 
tion but also changed the details, introduced 
double the number of figures and used new 
models throughout. In the late Paris Exhibi- 
tion ‘‘Forging the Shaft’’ was one of the 
most conspicuous of American paintings. Its 
theme was distinctively American, and every- 
body knows that only such themes made an 
impression upon visitors to the collection sent 
there from the United States. The scene was 
inspired by an original in a real foundry; and 
the actors in it, those lusty, rough and ready 
workmen who handle the huge shaft, are 
typical in a fine sense of the subjugation of na- 
ture by the pioneers of a new land. ‘The elab- 
orate order of the representation, the accurate 
portrayal of minutest features, and the appar- 
ent ease with which the figures, the beams, 
the chains, stand out in full relief are obvi- 
ous enough; but the significance of the pic- 
ture lies in its spirit. Mr. Weir's professional 
duties at Yale College are too exacting for his 
friends to expect from him many works on so 
grand ascale of drawing, and too important 
to the country for loyers of art to bear them a 
grudge; his contributions to periodical litera- 
ture, also, have’ on several occasions made 
heavy draughts upon his time, yet in *‘Forg- 
ing the Shaft’’ it seems to us that he has suc- 
ceeded in surpassing himself. 


Art Abroad. 
Over £7,000 worth of paintings were sold at 
the late exhibition of the Royal Scottish 
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Rome, bave received much praise for their 
vigorous handling from an Italian critic. 

Meissonier has also turned his hand to 
sculpture. He 1s modeling a statuette of a 
mounted trumpeter blowing his instrument. 
He is painting a reception of grandes dames at 
a chateau in the time of Louis XIII. 

The town of Cahors has been munificently 
presented by the French Government with 
Eugene Delacroix’s immense canvas, ‘‘The 
Rebel Angels,’’ which caunot be got, with its 
frame, into the picture gallery of the Cahors 
Museum. 

M. Louis Vidal, the blind sculptor of Paris, 
is now forty-eight years old, and lost his sight 
at the age of twenty-one. Many of his crea- 
tions are original, and in 1861 he received a 
medal. He has two exquisite wofks now on 
exhibition at the Paris Salon. 

William Magrath, one of our best painters, 
and a prominent member of the National 
Academy and the Water Color Society, we are 
sorry to hear,’ will leave shortly for England, 
probably to stay. His pictures are sure to at- 
tract much attention in the Royal Academy 
and water color exhibitions.—[New York 
Herald. 

It is told of Meissonier that, after complet- 
ing his figure of Napoleon in his picture 
called ‘‘1814, or Retreat from Moscow,’’ he 
altered the entire uniform, which had been 
painted inthe open air in winter, to get its 
true relation to the snow and cold atmosphere, 
because an old servant of the Emperor, with 
him in Russia, told the artist that Napoleon 
wore a uniform of the Chasseurs at the time, 
instead of that of the Grenadiers, which the 
artist had represented so carefully. 

Howard Pyle hasin Harper’s Weekly for 
the 7th inst. an admirable illustration to the 
sonnet, ‘‘The Robin’s Vesper.’’ A sweetly 
pretty girl in directoire costume looks, as 
she walks at suns¢ct along a woodland path, 
up at the singer. The face under the pictur- 
esque bonnet is very expressive. In the 
same number Messrs. Nast and Pranishnikoff 
—we beg their pardon mutuaily for associating 
their names—contrive to make the mem- 
ory of decoration day as _ artistically un- 
pleasant as possible. 

In the oak room of Windsor Castle is a re- 
markable portrait of Queen Victoria by Baron 
d’Angeli, to which the attention of those 
Americans who are fortunate enough to se- 
cure the favor of an admission to the private 
apartments is directed. It is tetally unlike 
Winterhalter’s full length, for it represuts 
her Majesty exactly as sheis,a **broken-heart- 
ed widow. It is an example of the realistic 
school of art. Notaline traced by time or 
grief has been omitted, yet the Queen prizes 
it above all the portraits that have been painted 
of her. She seems to have given the artist the 
same order that old Cromwell gave to his 
limner: ‘‘Paintmeaslam.’’ It hangs over 
the seat habitually occupied by the Queen at 
luncheon and dinner, thus challenging a dan- 
gerous, but always s:ccessful comparison with 
the original, the most admirable female. sov- 
creign who ever filled the English throne.

The Restoration of Prints. 

The following is a simple but effectual rem- 
edy for cleaning or restoring engravings which 
have been injured by age, damp or other 
cause: Provide two soft sponges, and then, 
selecting a flat surface—a table, or, if availa- 
ble, a marble slab—place thereon a sheet of 
white paper larger than the print about to be 
treated. Take the engraving and carefully 
damp it on both sides with a wet sponge. Fill 
a pint measure with cold water, and in this 
put some chloride of lime and oxalic acid in 


nearly equal proportions: but it will be seen 
when the mixture is right, from the fact of 
the #5 ge turning magenta color. 

With this mixture well saturate the injured 
engraving, continuing the application until 
every mark or stain is removed, and then 
sponge off freely with pure cold water. 

This, in all ordinary cases, will be, found 
to be a remedy as certain as it is easy of appli- 
cation; and, although, in our experience, we 
find it better afterwards to mount the engrav- 
ing on calico, ona _ stretching-frame, that, of 
course, is an optional process. 


Home-Made Cologne Water. 

A superior article of cologne can be made 
by any lady at home, so cheaply as to surprise 
her,and much better than that usually bought, 
as follows: Thoroughly dissolve a fluid dram 
of the oil of bergamot, orange and rosemary 
each, with half a dram of nereli and a pint of 
rectified spirits. Another way, and one that 
will produce as fine a quality as if made from 
cologne itself, at mueh less than the chemist’s 


prices, is to mix with one pimt ot rectitied 
spirits two fluid drams each of the oils of ber- 
gamot and lemon, one of the oil of orange, 
and half as much of that of rosemary, togeth- 
er with three-quarters of a dram of nereli and 
four drops each of the essences of ambergris 
and musk. If thisis afterwards distilled, it 
makes a perfect cologne, but by being kept 
tightly stoppered fortwo or three months it 
becomes exceedingly fine. 


To Send Flowers by Post. 


Flowers can be sent safely by post 
by previously dampening the stalks 
only of the flowers and laying 


them in green leaves in a stout card-board 
box, tying the box securely with string both 
ways; but the address must be written on a 
tag, and tied to the box with stout string, let- 
ting it hang, so it can be stamped at the Post- 
office without injuring the box.

Father Walsh was first sent to Jefferson City, 
where he lived for nine years, during which 
time he built the present Catholic church and 
pastoral residenee there, and purchase the 
property on which both are erected, leaving 
the place without a dollarin debt when he was 
invited to take charge of 8t. Bridget’s 
church by the archbishop after the death of 
the lamented Father Lillis. This wasin No- 
vember, 1862, and Father Walsh has remained 
pastor ever sincethen, earning the fove and 
esteem of his congregation. He also built 
two other churches, one at California, Moni- 
teau County, a mission then attached to Jef- 
ferson City, and the other at Stringtown, a 
German settlement about eleven miles from

gave the parish a magnificent school, which 
cost altogether about $40,000, of which amount 
only $4,000 remains at present unpaid. The 
school has an attendance of about 700 children, 
who are taught by the Christian Brothers and 
the Sisters of St. Joseph, and in addition to 
this there is a Sunday school having an at- 


tendance of over 400 children. The 
celebration Tuesday, which will 
be a fitting tribute to the 


deserving pastor of St. Bridget’s, will be of a 
two-fold character—religious and _ secular.
